(c) “Aut(vrii.ks)ui\v" tneans a motor vehicle having three 
wheels constructed or adapted and used to carry not 
more than three passengers for hire or reward c.xcludlng 
the driver; 


(d) “Campers' v;m'' means a motor vehicle designed or 
consliuctod to provide living quarters for rccrcutional, 
camping or travel use with direct walk through access 
to the living quarters from the driver's seal; 

(c) "Camping Trailer’’ means a trailer, not used for 
transport of goods, constructed with partial side walls 
which folds for towing and unfolds to provide tempo¬ 
rary living accomtiiodalion for recrcalional camping 
and'tourist purposes; 

(f) “Dumper” means a self propelled goods vehicle having 
an open cargo body designed to transport and dump or 
spread materials; 

(g) “House Trailer” means a trailer or semi trailer 
equipped and used for temporary living quarters for 
camping or tourist purposes and not for the trans¬ 
portation of freight, goods, wares and merchandise 
and the like; 

tlij “I’rime Mover” moans a motor vehicle designed and 
used primarily for drawing other vehicles and not so 
constructed to carry a load other than a part of the 
weight of the vehicle and loud as drawn; 

(i) "Tow Truck” means a motor vehicle designed or 
altered and equipped forand used to push, towordrcw 
disabled vehicles by means of crane, hoist tow bar, 
low line auxiliary axles and to render assistance to dis¬ 
abled vehicles; 

(j) "Trackless Trolley Coach” means a motor vehicle 
which is propelled by electric power obtained from 
overhead trolley wires but not operated upon rails.

S-O. 437(E'l—In exercise of the powers conferi ed by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 75 of Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 
1988), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
scheme for regulating the business of renting of motor cabs 
to persons desiring to drive the cabs for their own use and 
matters connected therewith, namely 

1. Short title, commencement and applicant. (I) This 
scheme may be called Rent a Cab Scheme, 1989. 

(2) It shall come into force on the first day of July, 1989. 

(3) It shall apply to all motor cabs to which tourist permits 
have been issued under sub-section (9) of section 88 of the 
Act and operating under a licence granted in terms of para 6. 

2. Definition.—In this section unless the context otherwise 
reiiuires, 

(at “Act" means Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 198,8); 

(b) “Fornr" means a Form appended to this scheme; 

(c) “licence” means a licence granted or renewed under 
paragraph 6 to engage in the business of renting of 
motor cabs to persons desiring to drive the cabs 
themselves for their own use; 

(d) “licensing authority” means the State Transport 
Authority constituted under sub-section (1) of section 
68 of the Act; 

(e) “operator" means the holder of a permit issued under 
sub-section (9) of section 88 of the Act in respect of 
not less than 50 motor cabs; 

3. Licensing of operators.- No person shall engage himself 
In the business of renting a motor cab under this scheme 
without a licence. 


(2) Where the applicant, has besides the main office, 
branch office within the jurisdiction of the licensing authority 
referred to in clause (1), the application shall indicate such 
places with the number of motor cabs proposed to be stationed 
at each such place. 

(3) Where the applicant has branch offices outside the 
jurisdiction of the licensing authority, the application shall 
be made to the licensing authority in whose jurisdiction the 
branch office is situated, in Form 2 accompanied by a fee of 
rupees one thousand in resixict of each such branch offices. 

5. Scrutiny of application. -A licensing authority shall, 
before granting or renewing a licence take into consideration 
the following namely; - - 

(i) That applicant has a good moral chnracttr and has 
intimate knowledge of passengtr lianspoit business; 

(ii) That themainoffice ortHcbranchufficc ofthe applicant 
is either owned by the applicant oi- is taken on lease by 
h'm or is hired in his name and it has adequate space 
for -cceptionroom,administrative seciion,cloak loom 
with locker faciliiits, sani'ary blocks, sufTicii nl Covered 
space for the motor cabs;

(vi) That the financial resources of the applicant are suffi¬ 
cient to provide for the cbiitinued maintenanceofmotor 
cabs and for the efiWient management of the esiablith- 
m'nt;

(v) display at a prominent place in its main office and its

(vi) maintain in their main office and branch offices in a 
conspicuous place a “complaint bock” in the Foim 7 
with serially numbered pages in triplicate. The licensee 
shall despaten the duplicate copy oi Complaint, if any, 
to the licensingauihority by registered post expcoiticus- 
iy and in any case not later than 3 days.

S.O. 439fE).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion U8 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following regulations 
for the driving of motor vehicles, namely : 

Short title and commencement

(b) when turning to the right draw as near os may be to 
the centre of the road along which he is travelling 
and arrive as near pass may be at the left hand side 
of the road which the driver is entering. 

Passing to right 

4. Except as provided in regulation 4, the driver of a 
motor vehicle shall as to the right of all traffic proceeding 
In the same direction as himself. 

Passing to the left 

5. The driver of a motor vehicle may pass to the left 
of a vehicle the driver of which having indicated an intention 
to turn to the rigid has drawn to the centre of the road and 
may pass on either side, a tram car or other vehicle running 
on fixed rails whether travelling in the same direction as 
himself or otherwise povjdcd that in no case shall be pass a 
tram car at a time or in a manner likely to cause danger or 
inconvenience to other users of the road including persons 
leaving or about to enter tram cars. 

Overtaking prohibited in certain cases. 

6. The driver of a motor vehicle shall not pass a vehicle 
travelling in the same direction as himself : 

(a) if his passing is likel to cause inconvenience or 
danger to other traflic proceeding in any direction, 

(b) if he is near a point, a bend of corner or a hill or 
other obstruction of an kind that renders the road 
ahead not clearly visible, 

(c) if he knows that the driver who is following him has 
began to overtake him, 

(dj if the driver ahead of him has not signalled that he 
may be overtaken. 

Overtaking not to be obstructed 

7. The driver of a motor vehicles .shall not, when being 
overtaken or being passed by another vehicle, increase speed 
or do anything in any way to prevent the other vehicle from 
passing him. 

Caution at road junction 

8. The driver of a motor veliicic shall slow down when 
approaching a road intersection, a road junction, pedestrian 
crossing or a road corner, and shall not enter any such inter¬ 
section, junction or crossing until he has become aware that 
he may do so without endangering the safety of persons 
thereon. 

Giving way to traffic at road junction 

9. The driver of a motor vehicle shall, on entering a 
road intersection, at which traffic is not being regulated, 
i f the road entered is a main road designated as such, give 
way to the vehicles proceeding along that road, and in any 
other case give way to all traffic approaching the intersection 
on his right hand. 

Fire service vehicles and ambulance to be given free passage 

10. Every driver shall, on the approach of a fire service 
vehicle, or of an Ambulance allow it free passage by drawing 
to the side of the road. 


Right of Way 

11. Tile pedestrians have the right of wa>' at uncontroll¬ 
ed pedestrian crossings. When any road is provided with 
foothpatli or cycle tracks specially for other traffic, except 
with permission of a police officer in uniform, a driver shall 
not drive on such footpath or track. 

Taking ‘U’ turn 

12. No driver shall take a ‘IT turn where 'U' turn is 
specially prohibited tind on busy traffic road. If a 'U' turn is 
allowed the driver shall show signal by hand as foi a right 
turn, watch in the rear view mirror and turn vvhen safe to do 
so. 

Signals to be given by drivers 

13. The following signals shall be used by the drivers of 
all motors vehicles namely ;— 

(a) When about to slow down, a driver shall extend 
his right arm with the palm downword and to the 
right of the vehicle and shall move the arm so 
extended up and down several times in Such a 
manner that the signal can be seen by the driver 
of any vehicle which may be behind him. 

(b) When about to slop, a driver shall raise his right 
forearm vertically outside of and to the riglit of the 
vehicle, palm to the front. 

(c) When about to turn to ihe right or to drive to the 
right hand side of the road in order (o pass another 
vehicle or for any other purpose, a driver shall 
extend his right arm in a horizontal position outside 
of and to the right of his vehicle with Ihe palm of the 
hand turned to the front. 

(d) When about to turn to the left or to drive to the 
left hand side of the road, a driver shall extend high 
right arm and rotate it in an anticlockwise direction. 

(e) When a driver wishes to indicate to the driver of 
vehicle behind him that he desires that driver to 
overtake him he shall extend his rigid arm and liand 
horizontally outside of and to the right of the vehicle 
and shall swing the arm backward and forward in a 
semi-circular motion. 

Direction indicators 

14. The signals referred to in regulation 12, may be 
simplified also by mechanically or electrical devices. 

Parking of the vehicle 

15. (1) Every driver of a motor vehicle parking cn any 
road shall park in such a way lhal it does not cause or is not 
likely to cause danger, obstruction or undue inconvenience 
to other road users and if the manner of parking is indicated 
by any sign board or markings in the road side, lie shall park 
his vehicle in such manner. 

(2) a driver of a motor vehicle shall not park his vehicle; 

(i) at or near a road crossing, a bend, lop of a hill or a 
himpabacked bridge; 

(ii) on a foot-path; 

(iii) near a traffic light or pedestrian ciossing; 

(iv) in a main road or one carrying fast traffic; 

(v) opposite another parked vehicle or us obstruction 
to other vehicle; 

(vi) along side another parked vehicle; 

(vil) on roads or at places on roods where there is a conti¬ 
nuous white line with or without a broken line; 
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fviii) near a bus stop, school or liospital entrance or block¬ 
ing a traffic sign or emraricc to a premises or a fire 
hydrant; 

tlx) on the Wrong side of the road; 

fx) where parking is prohibited; 

Ki) away fiom the edge of the foot path; 

Visibility of lamps and registration marks 

16. (1) No load or other goods shall he placed on iitiy 
motor-vehicle so as to mask tu" otherwise interrupt vision I'f 
any lamp, registration mark or other mark required to be 
carried by or exhibited on any motor vehicle by or under the 
Act, unless a duplicate of the lamp or mark so marked or 
other wise obscured is exhibited iu the manner required by 
or under the Act for the exhibition of the maikcd or obscured 
lamp or mark. 

(2) All registration and other marks required to be 
exhibited on a motor vehicle by v>r under the Act shall at all 
times be maintained in a clear and legible condition. 

One way iraffle 

17. A driver sliall not—- 

(1) drive a motor vehicle on roads declared. ‘One Way’ 
e.xecpt in the direction specified by sign boards. 

(il) drive a vehicle in a reverse direction into a road 
designed ‘One way’. 

Driving on channelised roads flane truflic). 

18. (1) Whicre any road is marked by lanes for move¬ 
ment of traffic, the driver of a motor vehicle shall drive vvitbin 
the lane and change the lane only after giving proper signal. 

f2) Where any road is marked by a yellow-line dividing 
road, the vehicle proceeding in the same direction trying to 
over-take each other shall not cross the yellow line. 

Stop sign on road surface 

19. (1) When any line is painted on or inlaid into the 
surface of any road at the approcli to the I'oad junction or to 
a pedestrian crossing or otherwise, no driver shall drive a 
motor vehicle so that any part thereof projects beyond that 
line at any time when a signal to stop is being given by a police 
officer or by means of a tralfic conlrol lights oi by the display 
of any traffic sign. 

(2) A line for the purpose of this regulation shall be not 
less than 50 milimetres in width at any part and may be either 
in white, black or yellow. 

Towing 

20 . ( 1 } No vehicle other than a mechanically di.'-ablcd 
motor vehicle or incompletely assembled molcr 'Chicle, a 
registered trailer or a side car, shall be drawn or towed by any 
motor vehicle, e.xcept for purposes of delivery and to the 
nearest filling station cr garage. 

(2) hm motor vxhicle shall be drawn or lowed by any 
other motor vehicle unless there is in the driver's seat of the 
motor vehicle being drawn or towed a person holding al icence 
authorising him to drive the vehicle cr unless the steering 
wheels of ihc motor vehicle being towed, are firmly and secu¬ 
rely supported clear of Ihe road surface by some crene or other 
device ou the vehicle which is drawing or towing it, 

(3) When a motor vehicle is being towed by anoihcr 
motor 'cbicle the clear distance betwecji llic ic.ii of ihc 
front vehicle and the front of the rcai vehicle shall at lui umr 
exceed five meters, the low ropes, or chains shall be ol a typo 
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e.asily distinguish able by other road users and there shall 
he dearly displayed on the rear of the vehicle being towed in 
black Icitcrs not less than seventy five millimeters high and on 
a white black ground the words ‘ON TOW’. 

(4) No m.nor vehicles when towing another vehicle 
other than a trailer or side car shall be driven at a speed 
exceeding twenty-fonr kilometers per hour. 

Use of horns and Silence Zones 

21. ,\ driver of a vehicle shall nt>l (i) sound the horn 
needlessly ot continuously or more thtin necessary to ensure 
safety; 

(ii) sou.itl the horn In silence zones; 

(hi) make use of a cut-out by which exhaust gases are 
released olher than through the silencer; 

(iv) lit or use any multitoaed horn giving an harsh, 
shrill, loud or alarming noise; 

(v) drive a vehicle creating undue noise when in motion; 

(vi) drive a vehicle with a mujTler causing alarming sound. 
Trahlc sign and Traffic Police 

22. A driver of a motor vehicle and every other person 
using the road shall obey;-- 

(a) every direction given, whether by signal or other¬ 
wise, by a police officer or any authorised person 
for the lime being in-charge of the regulation of 
traffic; 

(b) any direction applicable to him and indicated on oi 
by notice, traffic sign or signal fixed or operated by 
an authority, competent to do so; 

(c) any direction indicated by automiic signalling 
devices fixed at road intersections. 

Distance from vehicles in front 

23. The driver of a motor vehicle moving behind another 
vehicle shall keep at a sufficient distance from that other 
vehicle to avoid collision if the vehicle in front should suddenly 
slow down or stop. 

Abrupt brake 

24. No driver of a vehicle shall apply brake abruptly 
unless it is necessary to do so for safety reasons. 

Vehicles going uphill to be given precedence 

25. On mountain roads and sleep roads, the driver of 
a motor vehicle travelling down hill shall give precedence 
to a vehicle going up-hill wherever the road is not sufficiently 
wide to allow the vdiicles to pass each other freely without 
danger, and Stop the vehicle to the side of (he road in order 
to allow any vehicle proceeding uphill to pass. 

Obstruction of Driver 

26 A driver of a raotoi vehicle shall not allow any 
perion to stand or sit or any ihing to be placed in such a 
manner oi |v.'silion Ui to ivampcr his control of the vehicle. 

Speed to be I'Citiictcd 

27. The driver of a molor vehicle shall, when passing 
o; meeting a procession oi' a bod.v of troops or police tm 
the march or w-lien passing -v u kmati engaged on road repair, 
drive al a speed ui'i c.vccct'iiig than 25 kilometrers an hour. 
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Driving of tractors and goods vehicles 

28. A driver when driving a tractor shall not carry or 
allow any person to be carried on tractor, A driver of goods 
carriage shall not carry in the driver’s cabin more number of 
persons than that it mentioned in the registration certificate 
and shall not carry passengers for hire or reward. 

Projection of loads 

29. No person shall drive in any public pi ace any motor 
vehicle which is loaded in a manner likely to cause danger 
to any person or in such a manner that the load or any part 
thereof or anything extends laterally beyond the side of the 
body or to the front or to rear or in height beyond the per¬ 
missible limit. 

Restriction to carrage of dangerous substances 

30. Except for the fuel and lubricants necessary for the 
use of the vehicle, no explosive, highly inflamniable or other¬ 
wise dangerous substance, shall be carried on anypublic 
service vehicle. 

Restriction on driving backwards 

31. No driver of a motor vehicle shall cause the v ehitic 
to bo driven backwards without first satisfying himself that 
he wiU not thereby cause danger of undue inconvenience to 
any person or in any circumstances, for any grea ter distance 
or period Of time than may be reasonably necessary in order 
to turn the vehicle round. 

Production cf docunitnls 

32. A person driving a vehicle,—(i) shall always cany wbh 
him his rlriving licence; cerilficatc of repisuation; ctniilcsic of 

tnxatioiiandeerlificB.teof insm anci ofthc vthirlc and in case 
of transport vehicle the permit and fitness certificate, also; 

(fi) shall on demand by police officer In unifoim or an offi¬ 
cer of the Motor Vehicle Depanmdit in unifoim or rr.y 
other officer authoristd by the Governmtnl, pioducc the 
documents for Inspection. 

33. Every driver must be conversant with the provisions of 
sections 112, 113, 121, ]22,125,132,1 34,1 85,1 86.194 and 
207 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988.

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(2) In the i;asc of claims arisinu oul of grievous liurt, the 
payment shall he made to the person injured. 

(3) The nominated ofl'icc of the insurance company, 
imincdiately on receipt of the sanction order in form IV 
together with discharge receipt in Form II and the underla- 
taking in Form V shall make the payment to Ihc claimant 
and despatch a cheque/demand draft to the claimant through 
registered post AD and simultaneously send iniinialion to 
all the concerned authorities to whom the copy of the sanc- 
tiod order is endorsed. 

(4) The payment to the claimant by the insurance company 
shall be made within 15 days from the date of receipt of the 
sanction order together with discharge receipt and wherever 
delay occurs, reasons, therefore shall be explained to the 
Claims Settlement Commissioner. 
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(5) Registered letters containing cheques/demand draft, 
if returned undelivered from claimants shall be placed before 
the Claims Settlement Commissioner for further directions. 

(6) The nominated oflSco of the insurance company shall 
furnish monthly return giving number and the date of the 
sanction order, date of receipt of sanction order, payments 
made, sanction order ponding for payment, to the Claims 
Settlement Commissioner with a copy to Claims Enquiry 
Officer and General Insurance Corporation Headquarters,

24. Annual Report The General Insurance Corporation 
shall prepare and place an annual report on the working of 
the scheme before the Standing Committee, and also forward 
a copy to the Central Government.
